PARMER’S RETURNS ON 
INVESTMENT 


Which group has the greater re- 
turn on investment—farmers who 
produce the food of the people, or 
those who are engaged in the busi- 
ness of processing and distributing 
the food? The answer to that ques- 
tion furnishes a striking compari- 
son. It is found in the records of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, from 
which a statement has been compi- 
led by Dr. E.C. Hope, economist of 
the Canadian Federation of Agricul. 
ture, 

Farmers’ returns on their invest- 
ment for the eleven years from 1931 
to 1941 inclusive were nil. In fact, 
they were a very minus quantity. 
Farmers’ returns on their .invest- 
ment from the years 1941 to 1947 in- 
clusive were plus, with the excep- 
tion of one year—1945. The average 
return for the six was 2.8 per cent. 
Returns on investment of 46 food 
companies in Canada for all the 
years from 1931 to 1947 were plus. 
The calculation of returns on in- 
vestment were made on substant- 
jally the same basis in both cases. 

In the case of the farmers’ re- 
turns, the calculation was made on 
the basis of the estimated capital 
investment in the farms. The net 
farm income was used, together 
with the number of farm operators 
according to the Dominion Bureau's 
estimate for the years concerned. 
In the Federation's calculation, a 
yearly wage rate was allowed for 
farmers equal to the wage rate 
prevailing for the particular year 
in all industry In Canada. On this 
basis the total wage bill was then 
deducted from the net farm income, 
and the return on capital calculat- 
ed accordingly. 

In the case of 46 food companies 
the calculation was made on the 
basis of the net worth of the busin- 
ess, the net profit before taxes were 
paid, but after wages and salaries 
were paid, then the net profit after 
taxes were paid, and from that was 
calculated the percentage of return 
on net capital.

COARSE GRAINS 

With the tendency towards in- 
creased wheat acreages this spring 
Supervisor of Crop Improvement, J. 
Ek. Birdsall, urges Alberta farmers 
to keep in mind the advantages of | 
coarse grains. In northern and cent- 
ral Alberta particularly a variety of 
projects on the farm is essential. 

Mr. Birdsall points out that the 
British market will not take all out 
Wheat. Increased acreages of this 
crop may quickly bring us back to 
wheat surpluses and their prob- 
lems. Coarse grains do well in 
central and northern Alberta, Even 
in Southern Alberta barley will pro- 
duce more pounds of grain per acre 
than other cereals. The livestock 
needed for the well balanced farm 


program provides a very satisfac 


tory channel for marketing these
